WHAT REAL T H R I F T MEARS. 


Some Interesting ideas on thrift are 
set forth in the Smith Bend News- 
Times, which say s: 
“The government, through lls cam­ 
paign to encourage popular savings In 
T hrift and W ar Savings stam ps, lins 
brought the word ‘thrift’ into common­ 
er usage th an ever. 
One hears it on 
every hand. 
Yet how m any people 
who use it realize that th rift is a pre­ 
liminary process and entirely distinct 
from saving? 
“The thrifty person Is not tho one 
Who p u ts 25 cents into a T hrift stam p 
which should be put into a new pair 
of shoe laces, or $5 into a W. S. S. 
which should be set aside th a t week 
for meat. 
“Thrift only paves the w ay for sav­ 
ing. 
It considers 
carefully 
present 
needs and futu re possibilities, and de­ 
cides w hat are necessary expenses, set­ 
ting aside such a portion of tho income 
as will provide for them. 
It also de­ 
term ines wh it 
are unnecessary ex­ 
penses, and stops the outgo of money 
for them. 
“T hat Is not th rift which neglects 
eitiler process, n or can there be any 
security In savings when either Is neg­ 
lected. 
T he essential item of expendi­ 
ture, tem porarily ignored, will have 
to be met finally, probably by taking 
from the savings w hat should never 
have been put there. 
T he unneces­ 
sary expenditure oft repeated m eans 
no savings at all. 
“Thrift holds th e scale between the 
two, and upon the nicety with which 
a balance Is m aintained between legit­ 
imate expenditure and w aste will de­ 
pend present comfort and fu ture pros­ 
perity.”

Tho Narrative of Henry P. Tobias, 
ex-Pirate, as Dictated on H is Death­ 
bed, in the v ear of Our Lord 1859. 
The good John had scarcely made 
his leisurely, distinguished appearance 
at his desk on the morrow when I too 
entered by one door and Charlie Web­ 
ste r by the other. 
“Now for the document,” we both 
exclaimed in a breath.

I was born In the city of Liverpool, Eng­ 
land (on the 5th day of December 17S4). 
My father was a seaman and when I was

was attacked by free-traders, as they 
called themselves, but they were pirates. 
H e all did our best, but w* re over­ 
powered, 
and the whole crew, 
except 
three, were killed. I was one of the three 
they did not kill. 
They carried us on 
board their ship and kept us until next 
day when they asked us to join them. ; 
They tried to g it us to join them willing- j 
but we would not, when they became i 
and loaded three cannon and 


islands. After I had been with them for 
more than two years, we were sta ck ed 
by a large warship and our commander 
told us to fight for our lives, as it would 
To death if we were taken. But the guns 
of our ship were too small for the war­ 
ship, so our ship soon began to sink, 
when the man-of-war ran alongside of our 
vessels and tried to board us, but we were 
sinking too fast, so she had to haul off 
again, when our vessel sank with every­ 
thing on board, and I escaped by swim­ 
ming under the stern of the ship, as ours 
I sank. without being seen, and holding on 
| to the ship until dark, when I swam to a 
portion of the wrecked vessel floating not 
far away. 
And on that I floated. 
The 
next morning the ship was not seen. 
I 
w as picked up by a passing vessel the 
next day as a shipwrecked seaman. 
And let me say here, I know that no 
one escaped alive from our vessel except 
m yself and those* that were taken by the 
man-of-war. And those were all executed 
as pirates—so I know that no other man 
knows of this treasure except myself and 
it must be and is where we buried it until 
today and unless you get it through this 
statement it will remain there always and 
do no one any good. 
Therefore, it is your duty to trace it up 
and get it for your bwn benefit, as well as 
others, so delay not, but act as soon as 
possible. 
I will now describe the places, locations. 
marks, etc., etc., so plainly that it can be 
found, without any trouble. 
The first is a sum of one million and a 
half dollars ($1,500,000)—
